rhe third annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
nited Box Board and Paper Company was held in Jersey 
City, N. J., on Thursday of last week. The principal fea- 
ture of the meeting was the reading of President Barber's 
eport of the condition of the company and his suggestions 
for its reorganization. In his report Mr. Barber proposes a 
© per cent. $4,000,000 gold bond issue, payable in twenty 
ars and secured by a mortgage lien on all the real and 
ersonal property of the company, including the stock of 
American Straw Board Company. The bond issue, Mr. 
irber suggests, should be used for taking up the outstand- 
g mortgage indebtedness of the company, amounting to 
$1,125,000, and for taking up as much as possible of the 
derlying liens of the company, amounting to $1,181,850.55, 
ind also for redeeming the stock of the American Straw 
board Company and securing to the United $250,000 addi- 
onal working capital, for which bonds to the amount of 
$1,600,000, he suggests, should be issued. According to 
lr. Barber’s plan none of the $4,000,000 issue of bonds are 
be retired till January, 1909, and yearly thereafter he 
oposes retiring them at the rate of $50,000 per annum. 
Referring to the present sale of the stock of the Ameri- 
n Straw Board Company, Mr. Barber makes the sugges- 
mn that the purchasers of this stock be asked to invest an 
lditional sum of $250,000.

The volume of business transacted in the year 1904 ex- 
ressed in tons shows a decrease of 33 per cent. as com- 
ared with the preceding year. Had the volume of our 
usiness been greater, thereby enabling us to have run all

been greatly reduced. Among our properties, however, 


there are a number which, for one reason or another, are 
unprofitable to operate, and I earnestly recommend that 
your directors consider carefully the propriety of disposing 
of such mills, in order to stop the expense that is neces- 
sarily represented by insurance, maintenance, care- 
takers, &c. 

The large expenditure of $282,144.94 for interest is in a 
measure accounted for by the necessity of working capi- 
tal.

COAL BINS LOW. 


Condition in Wisconsin Worse Than 
During Mining Strikes. 


Railroads Unable to Make Shipments Owing to Sevcre 
Weather—Railroad Men Report That They Can Only 
Move a Car or Two ofCoal at a Time— 

Country Roads Very Bad. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLteton, Wis., February 18, 1905.—It is a question 
whether some of the mills will be able to get through the 
day today without shutting down on account of lack of 
coal to keep fires going. The condition of the coal bins 
of the mills for the past ten days has been much more 
serious than has ever resulted from any strike in the min- 
ing regions. Most of the mills have been worrying along 
on the danger line for the past two weeks, but now, just 
as it was thought that the worst was over, the situation is 
shutting down harder than ever. The trouble, of course, 
comes from the inability of the railways to make ship- 
ments, due to the severe weather. There is such a tre- 
mendous quantity of snow on the ground that it is banked 
in the railway cuts to heights scarcely ever known before, 
and it results that as soon as the wind begins to blow the 
cuts fill up. No attempt has been made until yesterday 
for the past week by the railways to move general freight 
in here from Chicago and Milwaukee. The weather mod- 
erated two days ago and the wind went down, and yes- 
terday morning the railways began to prepare to resume 
freight shipments. The hope was short lived, however, 
as a strong west wind arose, and the railway men report 
conditions as a consequence to be the worst yet. There 
is plenty of coal in transit, but it gets through but a car 
or two at a time. Thus far, as reported, the mills have 
been able to keep going, but there is grave doubt about 
the immediate future. If the weather does not change 
speedily there will be a great deal of hardship in many 
districts. 

The country roads are the worst ever known, and are 
absolutely dangerous to travel. The snow is drifted into 
the roads as high as the fences, and if a horse steps off 
the beaten track down he goes. The cities are shut off, so 
far as country trade is concerned, and as the railways are 
bringing nothing in it is getting to be difficult to buy but- 
ter, eggs and other things of which limited stocks are 
usually carried. There has been no fruit of any kind for 
ten days, 

\ good deal of apprehension is being felt for the time 
when the snow will be going off. If it is allowed to go off 
gradually all will be well, but if it goes off quickly, there 
will be some of the greatest floods ever known in Wis- 
consin.

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REPORTS ON BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


Seasonable Trade in New York and Chicago—More Business 
in Holyoke—Philadelphia Demand Good—Weather 
Against Chicago Trade. 


The majority opinion in regard to trade in the New 
York market is that business is fair, considering the sea- 
son and the heavy handicap of continuous bad weather. 
“We are doing our share and have no good cause to com- 
plain, but we would like to and could do more.” In this 
sentence the situation is summarized by most men in the 
trade. Another expression often heard is that while trade 
is fair there is no activity to the demand. For these opin- 
ions in regard to market conditions there is some excep- 
tion, both on the part of those who think trade is unusually 
quiet and by those who declare they are rushed with busi- 
ness. The fact, however, that practically all the mills have 
a fair supply of orders ahead is sufficient evidence that 
the paper market is in good condition and that with the 
spring trade at hand a much firmer tone to business is as- 
sured. There is, therefore, little likelihood of any general 
lowering of quotations. Recently, it is admitted, there has 
been some weakness in news paper and a wholesale price 
cutting crusade in box boards. In regard to book papers 
there was thought to be some softening of prices, but this 
is said to be not generally true, the report being due to the 
- extra concessions made by a few book mills that happened 
to need orders. All the leading book mills are full of 
orders, according to the statements of their New York 
representatives. In the face of the spring trade and the 
high cost of all the raw materials any drop in the quota- 
tions of book papers is simply out of the question, so the 
manufacturers declare. In writings there is a fair de- 
mand, but from all accounts it is not strong enough to 
keep the mills rushed to their utmost capacity. For the 
next few months an improvement in the demand for writ- 
ings is looked for. Manilas continue firm and have an up- 
ward tendency. Any advances over the present quotations 
that may be made will depend partly on the demand and 
partly on the production, a few of the mills that have been 
making news being now run on manilas. The plentiful 
supply of side runs of news may also have some effect on 
the wrapping trade. As a rule, however, wrapping papers 
of all kinds, except side runs, are firm and in fairly good 
demand. Tissues are unchanged for the present. The new 
production that is soon coming on the market is naturally 
having a bearish effect. All the tissue mills are behind- 
hand on filling their orders. 


Holyoke Business Gaining.

Business among the mills is practically unchanged from 
the reports of last week. There might be a slight gain 
in some of the finer grades noted, but this has been slight. 
Trade is holding its own, with firmness, and manufactur- 
ers are well satisfied with the condition of affairs. 

The American Writing Paper Company has a very sat- 
isfactory business. Its divisions are all supplied with a 
fair number of orders, and in general trade is as good as 
could be expected. 

The Esleeck Manufacturing Company at Turners Falls 
reports trade as quite good. 

The Byron Weston Company’s mills at Dalton are run- 
ning full, and the usual number of orders for ledger papers 
are on hand, 

The Whiting Paper Company’s mills in Holyoke have 
their share of orders, and the Collins Manufacturing 


Company's plant at North Wilbraham is doing a good 


business. 

It can be stated that trade is very firm with all of the 
mills, and while additional orders could be cared for 
without difficulty manufacturers are not complaining of 
the present condition of business.

Reports from city jobbers concerning the movement of 
trade, while favorable, are not indicative of active busi- 
The usual routine of trade is going-on, and its vol- 
ume is heavy enough to keep every firm fairly busy, and 
yet jobbers say that business ought to be better and more 
active. It is a question whether the tonnage of paper 
moved by city jobbers during this month will equal that 
of the preceding month. February has been a hard month 
for business, not only in the paper trade but in all lines 
of trade and traffic, because of the snowstorms and the 
severe cold weather. There is hardly a jobber in town 
but what has mill shipments held up on a side track some- 
where, owing to the blockade of railroad traffic. Paper 
manufacturers have also been much inconvenienced since 
the first of the year sy the severe weather, but the 
outlook is now much brighter. The tone of the local mar- 
ket still continues very firm on all grades of paper.

stock of the American Straw Board Company, it will be 
borne in mind that it has the right to repurchase such 
stock, and I see nothing to prevent the company’s so doing 
under a plan of reorganization to which I will refer later. 

The parties who purchased the stock of the American 
Straw Board Company are entirely satisfied with their se- 
curity, and while I think they would agree to accept in lieu 
of the stock of the American Straw Board Company bonds 
of your company, I do not believe they would consent to 
such an arrangement if the security offered them were a 
second lien upon the stock of the American Straw Board 
Company, nor do I believe they would agree to any ex- 
change of securities, unless the holders of the bonds of 
your company were to consent to a change in the terms of 
the mortgage, whereby the amount to be paid annually, 
viz., $350,000 for the retirement of bonds, would be reduced 
to a sum which the company could safely undertake to pay. 

While the bonds of the company have been reduced by 
the payment necessarily in cash of $700,000, it has been at 
the expense of the quick assets and securities of your com- 
pany. 

In order-to enable the company to pay the bonds matur- 
ing January 1, 1905, it became necessary for us to sell the 
Uneas Paper Company, and, while it is true this property 
was sold to the American Straw Board Company, yet it is 
obvious that if your company is unable to re-acquire the 
stock of the American Straw Board Company the latter 
will carry with it the Uncas Paper Company. 

Within the past thirty days the plant known as the 
Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company was sold to the 
former owners, who, in addition to surrendering to the 
company all the securities that had been issued in pay- 
ment for the property, waived and cancelled all claims 
of every character whatsoever against your company, 
and, furthermore, delivered bonds of your company to 
the amount of $175,000, in addition to a mortgage on the 
property of $175,000. The practical effect of the sale has 
been, then, to reduce our bonded indebtedness by $350.- 
ooo, while, at the same time, the litigation between your 
company and the former owners of the Oswego Falls 
Pulp and Paper Company and J. A. Shutts has been 
settled.

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DEATH OF WILLIAM H. PARSONS. 


The End Came at Palm Beach, Fla., Where He Had Gone 
in the Hope of Benefiting His Health 
—His Career. 


William H. Parsons, one of the leading members of the 
paper industry, died at 6 p. m. last Friday at Palm Beach, 
Fla. Mr. Parsons had been ill for about a month and went 
to Palm Beach on January 25 in the hope of benefiting his 
health. The funeral was held on Tuesday at Rye, N. Y. 

William H. Parsons was born on Staten Island, July 7, 
1831, his father being Edward Lamb Parsons, a member of 
an old English family, and his mother a daughter of 
Ebenezer Clark, who came of a well known New England 
family. He was educated at Rye, N. Y., and began his 
business life as a clerk in a shipping office. 

In 1853 he started his career in the paper trade, when 
he entered the employ of Buchanan & Kilmer, with the 
understanding that in the January following he should be- 
come a member of a new firm to be formed at that time. 
The new firm was formed, the style being Cheeseborough, 
Buchanan & Co., and it continued in business for two 
years. At that time Mr. Cheeseborough’s interests was 
bought by Mr. Buchanan and the firm style became 
Buchanan, Kilmer & Parsons. Later the firm of Buchanan, 
Kilmer & Parsons was dissolved and the firm of W. H. 
Parsons & Co. was organized, William F. Mott, Jr., being 
the junior partner. Two or three years later this firm was 
succeeded by W. H. Parsons & Brother, A. W. Parsons 
being the junior member. In 1876 George F. Hicks suc- 
ceeded A. W. Parsons as the partner of W. H. Parsons, 
W. H. Parsons, Jr., and Marselis Parsons, sons of W. H. 
Parsons, and now of Parsons Brothers, being admitted at 
a later date. 

Mr. Parsons years ago became interested in paper and 
pulp manufacturing and held controlling interests in

A mechanics’ lien for $12,000 on the property of the 
Hannawa Falls Power Company, filed by Sylvester Nicol- 
lette, a contractor, has been assigned to the Watertown 
Builders Supply Company. Though the assignment is dated 
August 19, 1904, it was not filed in the Jefferson County 
clerk’s office until last week. 

J. D. Swigart & Co., paper jobbers, Chicago, are consid- 
erably extending their lines. They have leased two addi- 
tional floors, and after May 1 will occupy the entire six 
story building at 120 and 122 Franklin street above the 
ground floor.

Veterans who took up arms in the defense of Canada 
at the time of the Fenian raids, and who have recently re- 
ceived land grants in New Ontario, claim that they have 
recently been offered as much as $3 per 1,000 for the timber 
standing thereon. This seems to be on account of an ex- 
pectation that there will be a change in regulations allow- 
ing settlers to sell the pine timber on their lands. 


The present winter has been a remarkably favorably 
one for lumbering operations in Northern New York, and 
the season’s cut of logs and pulp wood in nearly all locali- 
ties is on the streams ready to be run down with the early 
spring freshets. The increased wages for men, teams and 
higher prices for supplies will add materially to the cost 
of timber at the mills, still further cutting down the margin 
of profit to paper manufacturers who depend on their own 
lands for their supply of pulp wood.

WOOD PULP 42 FIBRES 


Nova Scotia’s Forests. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, February 20, 1905.—Reviewing the 
work of the Crown Lands Department before the Nova 
Scotia Legislative Assembly, at Halifax, on February 13, 
Attorney General Longley announced a surplus of $13,000 
on the year’s operation. He stated that the soil of Nova 
Scotia was capable of producing an annual growth of tim- 
ber equal to any demand that has yet been made upon it 
for lumbering purposes, and experience had shown that 
large areas of forest lands, properly administered by lum- 
bermen, have yielded a large annual output without dimin- 
ishing in any degree the value of standing timber. The 
one thing that had resulted in the destruction of immense 
forest wealth was fire, and the system of fire protection 
inaugurated in Nova Scotia, with a chief ranger and sub- 
rangers, would minimize to the greatest possible extent the 
danger of forest destruction from this cause. 

With regard to reforestation, the Attorney General, who 
is vice president of the Canadian Forestry Association, did 
not consider it a practical question in Nova Scotia. There 
would be great difficulty in adopting any practical 
scheme at present. It was much better to preserve the 
forests we had than to start on any large enterprise in the 
way of reforestation. 

Mr. Longley urged as worthy of consideration and action 
the matter of creating natural parks, or reservations, at the 
headwaters of the important rivers, which reservations 
would be under the protection and guardianship of the 
forest rangers. In this way the natural life of the forest 
could be preserved and some of the ill effects which would 
result from the entire denudation of the land would be 
avoided. This policy had been adopted in some of the 
provinces of the Dominion.

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BEATING OF PAPER STUFF. 


The Fibres Examined—Linen, Hemp, Jute, Cotton, Ground 
Wood and Cellulose, Straw, Alfa—The 
Results of the Work. 








(Continued from Paper Trave JourNAL, February 9, 1905.) 

Wood Cell Stuff —The researches were performed with a 
fresh supply of bleached soda and sulphite pulp and sul- 
phite of aspenwood. At the start a characteristic differ- 
ence in the appearance of destruction of the soda and sul- 
phite cell stuff could not be distinguished. 

During the treatment in the mortar the splitting effects 
resembled those of the cotton fibres. The wood cell is 
likewise provided with a resistible covering of the inner 
clusters of cells, whereby the splitting capacity is dimin- 
ished. Though seldom, but very distinctly, do we observe 
in the microscopic picture an overlapping of the outer 
covering of the fibres, the disposed inner layers display 
distinctly that their ability to split results in a smaller 
proportion of the spirally twisted fibre parts than observed 
in cotton. The fibrils are less distinctly divided, and ap- 
pear to be coarser, spongy and rounded at their end parts; 
they have a slightly spiral but seldom.an axial form. The 
original appearances of the sulphite fibres were entirely 
effaced in the beater. 





In writing papers made of pure sulphite the broken 
off fibre ends appeared like pieces of decaying wood (Fig. 
8). Many cells were dissolved into flaps (Fig. 9), but 
there appeared many well preserved fibre pieces, with split 
and sharply cut ends. 

Another sample of sulphite prepared by beating during 
eighteen hours showed that the greater part of the fibres 
had become dissolved into a slime-like gelatinous mass, 
appearing under 140 fold magnification like a thin cloud 
(Fig. 10), which, however, under still stronger magnifica- 
tion would resemble a thread ball. This proves that the 
splitting capacity of wood goes also very far. 

A noteworthy quality of the wood cells exists in their 
reduced capacity of resistance to the action of sharp tools 
under blows and concussions. In the beater the fibre proves 
to be more brittle than cotton and consequently it is more 
easly broken up into small parts. Rapid and energetic 
beating produces rash stuff, making brittle paper; careful 
and slow beating forms the beforementioned cell wall 
flaps, combined by slimy formations that will impart good, 
absolute strength to paper, although showing a tendency 
to make the same transparent. Accordingly the wood fibre 
in the present mode of treatmient lacks that important mid- 
dle way of fine beating or fine beaten stuff, as described 
in relation to the bast fibres—that means to say, shortly,

the wood fibre does not assume the division into a longi- 
tudinally split mass of fibrils. It is supposable and de- 
sirable that improvements will show the way to reduce the 
resistance capacity of the outer walls of the wood fibres 
to the splitting process, and, finally, that mechanical means 
may be developed to perfect the fibre treatment in such a 
manner as to result in the perfection of a more perfect 
sheet, offering increased resistance to tearing and crushing, 
appearing opaque and white and proving the constancy of 
a rag fibre. But the rag fibre will claim an undeniable 
preference over the wood fibre until that stated treatment 
has been accomplished. 

Straw Stuff—tThe natural state of the short and pointed 
fibres and other plant elements presents the quality of great 
resistance to mechanical action and a badly bruised straw 
fibre is seldom observable in the paper. In boiled straw 
stock dissolved in the wash beater only there are many 
combined groups of bast and parenchym cells, also outer 
skin cell groups, and well preserved vascular bundles 
strewn between short single fibres and cells. The short, 
smooth cut of the straw choppér appears very plainly. 
After energetic treatment in the beater and in the porce- 
lain mortar the fibre and cell formation were showing their 
separation very distinctly, but the splitting of the lengthy, 
double pointed fibres would not succeed after stamping 
ever so hard over forty-five minutes. 

In bleached straw stuff, partly kneaded in the kollergang, 
partly crushed in the refiner, a very small number of fibres 
were apparent that were flattened in their centre, with parts 
of the-cell walls cut or torn off. Unbleached straw stuff 
kneaded in the kollergang appeared clean and free from 
grit, the long fibres showing in the microscopic picture a 
rounded, partly slimy shape, with comparatively few par- 
enchym and outer skin cells, but much small, crummy, part- 
ly polarized stuff. Under increased magnification these 
parts appear to be flattened, deformed parenchym cell tubes, 
crushed outer skin cells and scraped fibre points. 

Refined and bleached straw stuff shows all kinds of 
fibres regularly arranged; the parenchym cells seem to 
swell considerably during the bleaching process. 

According to the foregoing we must regard the straw 
fibre to be devoid of the splitting quality. Regarding alfa 
and alfa paper, it can be said that they are almost like 
the straw stuff preparation. 

In ground wood we notice distinctly that the sharp 
grain of the grinders caused a nice splitting of fibres, 
though the split off fibre parts are very short and rigid. 
In the microscopic picture, especially in ground leat 
wood, this rigidness may exist on account of the sticking 
of incrustations to the fibres. Fine ground wood paper, 
consisting principally of rigid fibre parts, may possess a 
smooth surface and clear transparency, but it lacks the 
resistance to crushing. The greater number of ground wood 
sorts contain a number of destroyed, coarse and fine split 
parts; these parts do not contribute to the firmness nor 
transparency, while they only tend to interfere with those 
qualities. 

Ground aspenwood fibre shows the readiness to be di- 
vided into plain fibre ends with short fringes, having split 
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parts in their walls. Although the total librifofm fibr: 
of the aspen is finer and more flexible than the trachea 
fibre of the needle woods, yet the split off parts of th: 
first appear to be of a céarser and more rigid nature tha: 
those of the latter. Spruce and finely ground stock show 
mostly much finer and more pliable fibre divisions than 
aspenwood; some of the latter even show fibril form: 
about as firm as bast fibres; however, these split divisions 
are so scarce, as compared with the total stock, that they 
are not sufficient to prevent the brittleness of the sheet 
Consequently, finely and well sorted ground needle wood 
wili produce better paper than ground aspen. 

Wood flour plainly shows the great influence of the 
mechanical effect on the value of the product. As pro- 
duced by grinding dry wood, the flour seldom contains 
any finely split fibres; it consists mostly of lumps and 
dust from destroyed fibre parts, unfit for making a sheet 

According to these microscopical results the described 
fibres must be classified as follows: 

1. Bast fibres possess the quality to split entirely and 
axially into the finest fibrils. 

2. Cotton fibres show an imperfect and an obstructed 
quality to split into fine fibrils. 

3. Wood cell stuff is also difficult to split into slightly 
twisted short and coarse fibrils, and these are finely soluble 
into slimy flakes. 

4. Raw wood fibre ground wet and refined splits readily 
into rigid fibres, mostly in an axial direction. 

5. Raw wood fibre ground dry ard refined shows but a 
slight inclination to split. 

6. Straw fibre will not split. Chemical and mechanical 
treatment may be made so as to produce or lessen the split- 
ting quality, and they may be a source of- destruction. 

Notwithstanding the present waste of the valuable rag 
stock, there will always be a sufficient supply for the finer 
grades of paper that are expected to preserve during cen- 
turies. The wood fibre will have to supply the great amount 
not requiring that durability. 

It is the great problem of the progressive technology to 
improve the mechanical and chemical treatment of wood in 
such a manner that the product may possess the qualities 
of a good sheet of paper. Of great consequence in this 
line is the research into the comparative results of the vari- 
ous disfibering mechanisms, such as the beater, refiner, 
kollergang or edge runner, &c.

Dayton, Ohio, February 21, 1905.—The Interstate Paper 
Company, of Chicago, has petitioned the United States 
Court to declare the Mead Paper Company, of this place, 
bankrupt, alleging violation of contract and an indebted- 
ness of $50,000.

Flywheel in International Mill No. 4 Bursts. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., February 20, 1905.—The bursting of a 
fiywheel in the International Paper Company’s mill No. 4, 
near this city, last Monday morning, wrecked the engine and 
nearby steam and water pipes. Several employees had nar- 
row escapes from death or serious injury. No one except 
the engineer, Byron Walrath, of Brownville, was in the 
engine room at the time of the accident, and he escaped 
with a broken arm. Four men—George R. Davis, Patrick 
Devine, Edward Connors and George Bushaw—were in the 
room directly above the engine. They were apprised of the 
explosion by the sudden bulging of the floor above the 
wheel. Davis was thrown against a tub and Devine was 
hurled some 12 feet upon a pile of pulp. When the steam 
which filled the room cleared away, they found a hole 
about 4x3 feet cut through the 3 inch hard pine floor. Two 
water pipes were broken and twisted, and there was a hole

about 8x3o inchés through the 2 inch pine forming the roof, 
making a total of over 6 inches of hard pine penetrated 
Several pieces of the wheel were scattered about, the larg- 
est being an irregular piece about 2 feet square. 

In the engine room the damage was principally confined 
to the engine and pipes around it. The anchor bolts hold- 
ing the engine to the cement floor were broken and the en- 
gine moved about an inch from its bed. Huge 15 inch 
beams were broken as if they had been twigs. A smaller 
wheel beyond the flywheel was smashed, probably by a piece 
of the flywheel, and about 6 feet square of the wall of the 
mill was carried away. One piece of the wheel weighing 
nearly 100 pounds was thrown through the side of the 
building and across the stream, a distance of over 200 feet. 
The flywheel was about 17 feet in diameter, with a 25 inch 
face, and weighed about 4 tons. The other wheel broken 
was 72 inches in diameter, with a 25 inch face, and weighed 
3,500 to 4,000 pounds. The accident necessitated closing 
down the paper department for a week or ten days. The 
pulp department is not affected. B.

Sale of Montreal River + Timber Tract. 

Orrawa, Canada, February 20, 1905.—The Shepherd & 
Morse Lumber Company, of Ottawa, has purchased from 
the Bronson Company a large limit containing 105 square 
miles on the Montreal River, in the Temiskaming district 
The limit includes three berths and the price paid was 
$250,000. In lumber circles the figure mentioned is taken 
as indicating that lumber values are holding firm. The 
limit is practically the last of the Bronson holdings in the 
Upper Ottawa country. The firm has a large limit on the 
Quinze River, which, however, is being held for pulp pur- 
poses, and before many years a large mill will probably 
be erected thereon. 

It has never been cut over to any extent. 
ago, when the square timber operations 
height, the pine on it was too small to be made use of, and 
hence the limit escaped the axe, and accordingly gives a 
good account of itself today. It is expected that the supply 
on the limit, with judicious cutting, will last fifty years.

No definite action was taken at the Wednesday night 
meeting, the matter being merely talked over; but it is 
understood that another meeting is to be held shortly at 
which the details will be arranged and the organization 
effected. The association will be not entirely for the pur- 
pose of mutual helpfulness in time of labor troubles but 
will take up any matters affecting its members whereby the 
general good may be promoted.

Garreti-Buchanan Company’s New Quarters. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PurvapevpuiA, February 21, 1905.—By the close of this 
week the Garrett-Buchanan Company will be completely 
installed in its new South Sixth street warehouse and store, 
the largest in point of floor space in this city. 

In the arrangement of the floor and the designing of the 
decoration General Manager Sinex was assisted by every 
employee, for before decision was reached, on even so 
minor a point as whether guard rails should be of wood 
or brass, a conference was held, in which everyone was 
permitted to express an opinion and to offer advice. 

As finally decided upon, the interior decorations are of 
a soft mellow white, the dark oak furniture and the re- 








splendant brass work giving the touch of color which 
makes the effect warm and cheerful. 

On the first floor front, to the right, will be the desks of 
the executive officers and department heads. On the left 
will be the desks of the salesmen and a very large and spe- 
cially constructed filing cabinet, with sliding doors, in 
which can be pigeonholed samples of every ream of paper 
carried in stock. What partitioning off there is will be 
by brass railings. High partitions cutting off light and 
ventilation will not be permitted. In the rear first flodr 
will be the cutting machines, workbench for packing, 
tablet making, &c. The arrangement is such that there is 
a great economy of time in handling. A special feature is 
that electricity is called on to do everything possible to it. 
Pastepots for tableting, &c., are all heated electrically. At 
the extreme rear are the elevators, which eventually will be 
fitted for steam or electrical power. Here are also the 
scales. Twenty new trucks have just been placed in service, 
so that when goods are unloaded from the five teams 
abreast, which the double front can accommodate, they will 
be placed immediately on the trucks, weighed, taken to the 
storage floor and rolled into place, without any but the 
final shifting from the trucks. 

On the second floor J. H. Sinex has installed his private 
business, until the present time conducted at Twelfth and 
Arch streets. He will have the entire second floor space. 
Here, too, electricity has been called into service for heat- 
ing glue and sealing wax pots, &c. The private room of 
Mr. Sinex, a beautiful little apartment, appointed with mis- 
sion furniture, will be located here. Adjoining it will be 
the counting room, and on the other side of the counting 
room the room for the meetings of the board of directors. 

The third, fourth and fifth floors will be for storage, 
&c. In every regard the new warehouse is up to date. 
Thought has been given to such details as retiring rooms 
and lockers for the employees. “Ougidea was,” said Man- 
ager Sinex today, “to make this establishment as attractive 
to our employees and to our customers as their own home. 
We spend fully half our lives here. Why should the busi- 
ness rooms be not as bright, clean and cheerful as the 
rooms in our homes?”

The National Association. 

It is evident from the matters presented at the annual 
meeting of the American Paper and Pulp Association that 
there is a well settled feeling that the association is ac- 
complishing practically nothing in the way of practical 
work and that it must do something in that line if it 
wishes ‘to justify its existence. There are several plans 
suggested, by the adoption of any or all of which the body 
could do substantial, serviceable work for its members and 
the whole industry. 

In the first place, there should be a permanent headquar- 


ters and a permanent secretary. That such an office and 


such an officer would be of valuable aid to the industry 
is admitted by almost all who have expressed an- opinion 
on the subject. But the cost—that seems to be the stum- 
bling block. Of course, the plan means an expenditure. 
There are few things that do not, and the better they are 
the more they cost. The need of a permanent headquar- 
ters for the association is felt continually, and were it 
established there no doubt would come a time when the 
wonder would be how the association got along so long 
without an established home. 

At the latest meeting Little & Walker placed before the 
association some suggestions as to a new line of work. 
Their proposition is that the association should take up 
the consideration of problems connected with the art of 
paper making, such as 

“The development of an official method for sampling and 
testing wood pulp and fibre with a view to eliminating the 
constant friction between buyer and seller over the matter 
of moisture in pulp. 

“A study of the relative advantage or disadvantage of 
using sizes containing mill size. 

“The development of official specifications for certain of 
the commoner materials in general use by paper makers, 
with a view primarily of establishing recognized standards 


of quality which may be made the basis of contracts wher: 
both buyer and seller so desire. 

“The development of standard methods for the testing and 
comparison of such materials as clays, ultramarines, glue, 
&c. The advantage of such methods would be very great 
in the way of minimizing friction.” 

No one will dispute that these topics are all of genera! 
interest and: of vital importance to every paper manufac 
turer, and that in carrying on investigations into them th« 
association would be of material assistance to every mill 
owner and every mill worker. This matter is now in the 
hands of a committee, and we trust that there will be 
evolved a plan whereby such work can be carried on. It 
would mark a new departure in this country, and the re- 
sults would undoubtedly justify the work. 

In this connection it is interesting to note the work that 
is being done in other countries. For instance, the German 
Union of Paper Makers has concluded to open a Trade 
High School for the paper industry in Koethen or Darm- 
stadt, and also to erect a technical institute in that place. 
In Altenberg, too, a new trade school will come into ex- 
istence. 


Shipments of paper to Valparaiso for the first week in 
February amounted to $17,577 in value. This quantity is 
said to be the largest ever sent to Chili in any one week. 
Another large item of the same week was the dispatch of 
$16,913 worth to Melbourne. Other shipments of.a value 
greater than $1,000 reported as having been made during 
the same period were as follows: To Algoa Bay, $1,029; 
to Buenos Ayres, $3,766; to Corinto, $1,054; to Havana, 
$8,546: to Laguayra, $1,027; to London, $6,853; to Liver- 
pool, $2,898; to Rotterdam, $1,410; to Tampico, $1,630, and 
to Vera Cruz, $1,627. An unusually large quantity of pulp 
was also exported during the week, the value being $13,- 
623. About two-thirds of this quantity, or $9,092 worth, 
was sent to Antwerp; to Glasgow was shipped $2,220 
worth and to Melbourne $1,516 worth. 


The box board men are again making an attempt to 
bring about some concert of action. The demand is not 
what it should be, and the production of boards is much 
in excess of the consumption, so that as a natural result 
the market is heavy and prices are very irregular. The 
Western men have come to a fair understanding and the 
Eastern men, who met in New York a few days ago, are 
advocating a “leasing down” plan. Some of the mill own- 
ers have already signed the agreement to abide by such a 
plan, and the paper is now before the others for signa- 
ture. Some of the board men made money last year, and 
this fact has sharpened their appetites for more of the 
same kind of experience, while it also has made them 
more than ordinarily disgusted with present conditions. 


A quotation from the report of Frederick Bertuch, vice 
president of the Chemical Fibre Division of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association, is as follows: “Importations 
of unbleached sulphite pulp have been kept up to quite an 
extent during the year 1904, owing to the consumption of 
sulphite having been increased in a larger measure than 
has the production. We imported during the year 1904 
from Europe 40,875 tons of pulp, of which probably 35,000 
tons are bleached sulphite, and the balance unbleached, 
with the exception of small quantities of unbleached and 
bleached sulphate.” As the report appeared the last word 
was sulphite. It should be sulphate as here printed. 


“There is a scarcity of ‘news,’ publishers being com- 
pelled to use better class printings. The Paper Trust has 
raised prices, and at the same is not able to supply 
enough paper for the daily requirements of the press. It 
is intended to petition the Government to abolish the pro- 
tective laws, which keep out foreign papers, and publishers 
will have to establish a paper mill of their own.” That 
sounds rather familiar, and one would naturally suppose 
that it was a quotation from the New York Times or the 
New York World. However, it is not. It is from a Rou- 
manian paper.

AppLeton, Wis., February 20, 1905.—A bill has been in- 
troduced in the Wisconsin Legislature which proposes to 
grant to R. B. Tweedy, W. L. Edmonds, of Brokaw, and 
Frank Garrison, of Grand Rapids, the right, subject to ex- 
isting rights, to build a number of dams on the Wisconsin 
River and create reservoirs, so that the flow of the stream 
may be regulated as desired. This is the first step in a 
plan which the Wisconsin River manufacturers have had in 
view for a long time. The Wisconsin River is a stream 
that is subject to great fluctuations and it is very desirable 
to keep the flow uniform. For several years past the man- 
ufacturers have been working toward this end and they 
have already accomplished a great deal through the ac- 
quirement of dams and water rights formerly used for lum- 
bering purposes.

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Cockle Straightener for Coated Paper—Bisulphite Apparatus 
—Device for Handling Paper Rolls—Paper Making 
Mechanism—Paper Boxes. 


Martin Cashin, of East Pepperell, Mass., has been grant- 
ed letters patent No. 782,218 on a cockle straightener for 
coated paper. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a machine for coating paper 
and the novel device for straightening out the paper, the 
drying rack being also shown. Fig. 2 is a detail perspective 
view showing the device for feeding the sticks to the paper. 
Fig. 3 is a detail elevation of the inner face of a portion 
of one of the uprights shown in Fig 2, the sticks being 
shown in elevation. Fig. 4 is a detail showing the chute 
through which one end of the sticks are fed. Fig. 5 is a 
longitudinal section through the apron and saddle. Fig. 
6 is a plan view of the apron, partly broken away to show 
the drum, idler and saddle. Fig. 7 is a section on the line 
77 of Fig. 5. Fig. 8 is a section on the line 88 of Fig. 5. 
Fig. 9 is a view in elevation, showing a slightly modified 
form of arranging the suction pipes. 

In the drawings, A represents the frame of the coating de- 
vice carrying the coating roller A’ over which the paper B 
is passed, and the color cylinder A’* and its feed cylinder A 
are also shown. Instead of passing the paper B directly 
to a drying rack, the inventor passes it over an idle roller 
B’, journaled between two upright standards B*. These 
standards are grooved on their inner faces, as shown at 
B*. Adjacent the lower ends of the standards is journaled 
a shaft C, having thereon grooved pulleys C’, over which 
pass the endless belts C’, the belts being each provided with 
cleats or spurs C*. Below the roller B’ a feed chute B* 
is arranged on each of the standards B’, the groove of the 
chute intersecting at an angle that of the standard to 
which it is connected. Adjacent the pulleys C’ one side 
wall of the grooves B’ is cut out, as shown at B®. Cylin- 
drical sticks having their ends placed in the grooves of the 
feed chutes B* will pass into the grooves of the standards, 
each stick having an end resting in the groove B* of one 
standard and its opposite end in the groove B* of the oppo 
site standard, and the sticks will rest in vertical alignment, 
and the lowermost stick will be also in alignment with fhe 
cut out portion B* and in the path of the cleats or spurs C* 

The belts C* lead upwardly and pass over idle pulleys E,

carried by the drying frame E’. The sticks D caught by 
the cleats or spurs, of which there may be one, two or more 
on each of the belts, are carried upward and engaging the 
paper on its under side, carrying it to the drying rack or 
frame E’, the paper hanging in folds from the stick D. 
Arranged between the drying frame E’ and the stand- 
ards B’* is a frame F, the upper members of the frame be- 


ing upwardly inclined in the direction of the frame E’. At 
the forward lower end of the frame F is journaled an idle 
roller G, and at the upper end is a perforated drum H. 
Arranged centrally in the drum H is a split or slotted 
sleeve H’, rotatable with reference to the drum. This 
sleeve has a suction pipe connected to one end, and is 
closed at the opposite end, or where a heavy paper is used 
and.it is desired to secure powerful suction and also sup- 
port more firmly the sleeve H’ it is open at each end, and 
each end is connected to a pipe section J (shown in Fig. 


9), the two pipes opening into a common pipe J’. In the 
ordinary form, however, there is shown but one pipe H 
leading from the sleeve H’. Arranged on the frame F 
between the roller G and the drum H is a saddle K, which 
may be of wood, and the ends of pipes LL’ are passed 
transversely into the saddle, and the upper face of the 
saddle K is formed with transverse grooves K’ immedi 


ately above the pipes L L’, and the pipes are longitudinally 
slotted-to open into said grooves. 

A perforated apron M, of any suitable material, is adapt- 
ed to travel over the drum H and roller G, traveling in the 
direction of travel of the paper. The shaft on which the 
roller G is journaled carries a pulley G’, and by means of 
a belt N power may be applied to rotate the roller G and 
impart motion to the apron M and the drum H. 

From this description the operation of the device will be

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OYSTER PAIL MEN MEET. 


The Western Association Convenes at Dayton—Discuss 
“Gentlemen’s Agreement ”’—Price List 
Better Than Last Year. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 20, 1905.—Folding paper box 
makers, representing the oyster pail department of the 
Western Association, held a two days’ session in this 
city the latter part of last week, to discuss trade matters 
and sign the so called “gentlemen's agreement” in fixing 
prices on oyster buckets in this section of the West. 
This association has been in existence for several years 
and has operated harmoniously since its organization. At 
the local meeting many trade topics were profitably dis- 
cussed, but the most important pertained to the arrange- 
ment of a price schedule, which, while arousing a dis- 
cussion of great earnestness, was amicably adjusted. 
The members of the association were received by repre- 
sentatives of the local plant, including the Aull Brothers 
Paper Company, the Dayton Paper Novelty Company, the 
Weston Paper Company, the Dayton Folding Box Com- 
pany and the Kinnard Manufacturing Company. 

It was agreed that the price list as arranged for last 
year was inadequate, as stated, and that greater precau- 
tion should be used. Prices have been too low, and 
while the trade was far from being demoralized, it was 
the object of the meeting to strengthen quotations, and 
the strict manner in which members of the association 
have lived up to their agreement indicates that the year 
1905 will be the most satisfactory in the recent history 
of the trade.

PAPER.—While the tone of the market continues quiet, 
there is, nevertheless, an average volume of business being 
done.
